The Greek Steamer Macedonia Fired oa 
From a Turkish Fort and Snnk In the 
Gulf of Ambracia, — Greek Warships 
Then Beglu Bombarding the City of 
Prevesa — Both Countries Accuse the 
Other of Being the Aggressor ■ The 
Greek* Have Captured Several Import- 
ant Towns, bat the Turk* Have Crossed 
the Frontier Into Greek Territory. 
Mews of the Declaration of War Con- 
firmed at Washington — Relative 
Strength of the Two Armies That Now 
Confront Eafch Other. 



Constantinople, April 19.— Follow- 
ing the news of the incursion of the 
Greeks on Turkish territory the council 
of ministers have declared that war has 
broken out, and have ordered Edhem 
Pasha, Turkish military commander, to 
take the offensive. 

A detailed circular sent to the Turk- 
ish representatives abroad recalls the 
week's invasions, and states that the 
newest incursion was participated in by 
the Greek troops, which, therefore, es- 
tablishes war. The circular expresses 
the hope that the powers in a spirit of 
justice will agree that the entire re- 
sponsibility for the war falls on Greece. 
Turkey has no idea of conquest, and as 
a fresh proof of pacific sentiments offers 
tcr retire the Turkish troops on the fron- 
tier, if Greece will retire hers from the 
frontier and from Crete. 

Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish minister 
for foreign affairs, visited the foreign 
envoys yesterday and informed them 
that the Turkish frontier had been 
crossed on Friday night by fresh bands 
of Greeks, among whom were a number 
of Greek regulars. It was this news 
which led to the calling of a council of 
ministers and precipitated the decision 
to announce that war had broken out 
between Greece and Turkey. 

The Greek minister here, Prince 
Maurocordato, was at the same time no- 
tified of the rupture of diplomatic re- 
lations between Turkey and Greece. 
His passports will be handed to him and 
he will leave Constantinople. At the 
same time the archives of the Greek le- 
gation will be removed. In addition all 
the Greek merchants in Turkey were 
informed that they were given a fort- 
night's notice to leave the Ottoman em- 
pire. 

GREECE ACCEPTS IT. 

Declaration of War Announced in the 
Legislative Assembly. 

Athens, April 19. — A late special 
Bitting of the legislative assembly was 
held yesterday. The public galleries 
were crowded. Amid intense exito- 
ment M. Delyannis, the premier, an- 
nounced that the Turkish government 
had notified Greece of the rupture of 
diplomatic relations on the ground of 
the aggressive attitude of the Greek 
government. In a cool, but deliberate 
speech, ho reviewed the recent events 
to show on the contrary that Turkey 
had been the aggressor ; that her troops 
had attacked tho Greeks and attempted 
to occupy neutral positions, and thut 
the batteries at Prevesa had sunk the 
Greek ship Macedonia. 

"Turkey," said M. Delyannis, "de- 
olareswar against us. We accept it." 

This statement was received with pro- 
longed cheers from the galleries and the 
floor of the chamber. 

The premier then read dispatches re- 
citing the events which had liappened 
on the frontier and with reference to the 
reported capture of Menexa, he said that 
the batteries at that important position 
had been brought into action, but he 
know nothing as to its alleged capture. 

He addod that the Turks, after re- 
peated attempts to force a pa r j««re at 
Reveui, which commands the road to 
Larissa, hud been driven back. 

The leader of the opposition, amid re- 
newed cheers from all parts of the cham- 
ber and from the galleries, eloquently 
endorsed the patriotic declaration of M. 

Delyannis. 

GREEK STEAMER SUNK. 

Greek Fleet Bombarding the City of 
l'revesa. 

Athens, April 19— (Copyright, 1897, 
by the Associated Press).— The Turkish 
batteries at Prevesa, on the north shore 
of the entrance of the gulf of Art* 
where, according to the treaty of Ber- 
lin, the Turks had no right to erect fort- 
ifications, fired on and sank a Greek 
steamer, the Macedonia, Sunday morn- 
ing, while she. was attempting' to leave 



the Gulf of Ambracia. TEe crew of tho 
st« amor were saved by boats from shore 
but the captain of the Macedonia was 
severely wounded. 

Upon receipt of this news the Greek 
government sent orders to the Greek in 
the Gulf of Ambracia to bombard Pre- 
Tosa. Consequently the bombardment 
of Prevesa commenced at 6 o'clock this 
morning, and continues as this dispatch 
is sent. Prevesa, which is in Epirus 
and 18 miles from Arta, is strongly fort- 
ified. 

The Turkish minister here, Ae 
Bey, has asked for his passports und 
they have been handed him and he has 
left Athens for Constantinople. The 
German minister at Athens, Baron \ on 
Plcsson, lias undertaken to protect 
Tnrkish interests in Greece during the 
severance of diplomatic relations be- 
tween tho two countries. The Greek 
minister at Constantinople, Prince 
Maurocordato, has been recalled. 

The streets arc crowded with people 
eagerly discussing tho outbreak or war 
and the probable outcome. The gen- 
eral feeling is one of satisfaction at the 
relief from the irritating tension of the 
past few weeks which had gradually 
become almost unendurable and which 
is ended at last by overt acts, it is 
claimed here upon the part of Turkey. 

The Greeks hold that it was an at 
tempt upon the part of tho Turlrish 
forces to occupy a strategic position near 
Mount Analpisis, not far from Nezeros, 
in the neutral zone, which led to the 
encounter on Friday between the 
Greeks and Turks. This, it is added, 
was used at Constantinople as a reason 
for ordering Edhem Pasha, the Turkish 
commander-in-chief, to assnme the of 
Tensive ai.d led to the rupture of diplo 
mane relations between tho countries. 

The so-called outrage of Prevesa Sun 
day morning, when the Turkish batter 
ies there sank the Greek steamer Mace- 
donia, further justified Greece, in the 
minds of the Athenians, in waging war 
to the death against Turkey. Trite Greek 
govern, therefore, is warmly commend- 
ed for recalling the Greek minister at 
Constantinople and not waiting, ac- 
cording to the Greek version, until 
Prince Maurocordato was handed his 
passports. 

It is stated in some quarters that As- 
sim Boy, the Turkish minister to Greece, 
did not wait for his passports to be 
handed to him ; but, so soon as he re- 
ceived the sum of 5,000 francs, tele 
graphed to him from Constantinople 
through the Atheuiau bank for travel 
ing expenses, etc., he hastily quitted this 
city. 

Little news of a reliable nature has 
been received here or is allowed to leak 
out regarding what has really transpired 
on the frontier. It is known, however 
that the whole frontier of Thessaly 
lias been blazing with murderous firing 
since early Sunday morning and that 
the Greeks have captured a fortified po- 
sition at Menexa, in Macedonia. 

According to the general understand 
ing here, the Turkish plan of campaign 
is a concentration of the Turks near the 
important Greek frontier town of Tyr 
navos, with a view of forcing the moon 
tain passes leading toward Larissa. One 
report, whioh is generally credited, has 
it that Edhem Pasha, at the head of 12, 
000 men has already begun this move- 
ment and rumors in this respect are fly 
ing, the substance of them being that 
the battle which is expected to be 
fought at or near Tymavos has already 
commenced. 

The Greek plan of campaign, so far as 
it is nr.derstood by the Athenians, is 
founded on the def enso of Larissa in tho 
first instance, an attack upon that place 
having been anticipated and prepared 
for by occupying and taking every pos- 
sible advantage of all stratexic points. 
The country there is admirably suited 
for defense and, while this defense is 
undertaken, the Greek fleet is rolled on 
to destroy the coast ports of Epirus and 
Macedonia. The Greek belief in ulti- 
mate success is based on the expectation 
of a universal rising of the Macedonians 
and Epirotes, bo soon as the Greeks suc- 
ceed in winning a brilliant victory, any 
where, over the Turks. 

DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS BROKEN OFF 

Subjects of Both Countries Must Leave 
Within a Fortnight. 

Athens, April 19. — Assim Bey has 
handed to M. Skouzes, the Greek min 
ister of forgein affairs, the following 
note: 

"In consequence of the aggressive at- 
titude of Greece, diplomatic relations 
between the king of the Hellenes and 
his imperial majesty, the Sultan of 
Turkey, and their respective govern- 
ments, are hereby broken off. 

"The Greek minister at Constantin- 
ople and the Greek consuls have been 
ordered to quit Turkish territory. For 
the same reason the Turkish consuls in 
Greece have been recalled to Constan- 
tinople. Within a fortnight from the 
date of this announcement, all Greek 
subjects muBt leave Turkish territory. 
Ottoman subjects now on Greek terri- 
tory have been invited to leave it with- 
in the same period." 

CONFIRMED IN WASHINGTON. 

Relative Strength of the Two Armies 
About to Meet Kach Other. 

Washington, April 19. — Tho Turkish 
minister here has received a cablegram 
from the Turkish minister of foreign 
affairs at Constantinople confirming the 
dispatches that Turkey has broken off 
all diplomatic relations with Greece and 
has instructed the Turkish commander- 
in-chief to protect Turkish interests on 
the frontier. When seen at the legation 
the minister, in reply to a question, 
made the following statement : 

"The Greek troops having contrary to 
the rights of nations crossed the boun- 
daries at several points and o]ieued hos- 
tilities without any provocation, and the 
relations between the two countries be- 
ing thus broken, the commander-in- 
chief on the frontier has been ordered 
to take ail necessary, s'.o. s_ for the de- 



fense or tbe rights or the" Ottoman gov- 
ernment and her territory. The l urk 
ish minister at Athens and all Ottoman 
agents in Greece have been recalled. 
The representative of Greece at Con- 
stantinople and all the Greet consuls m 
Turkey have been requested to with 
draw. 

"The protection of Turkish subjects 
in Athens has been entrusted to the 
German minister." 

The army of Greece is sma'l when 
euuipured with that of Turkey, Dut is in 
better fighting shape. The total peaco 
strength of the Greek army is estimated 
at 22.000 men, as follows: Infautrv. 
14,700; cavalry, 2,04u ; artillery, U,44o; 
engineers, etc., 1,234. In the first re- 
serve there are 69,600 men. and the en- 
tire reserve numbers 104,000 men of all 
arms. This makes a total strength of 
120,600 men. But. in addition to tins, 
there is what is known as the territorial 
army, or second reserve, which has 
UU.bOO men. With all of these troops 
mobilized Greece could put a total force 
of 272,000 men in tho field. 

The Greek army is muoh weaker than 
that of Turkey m artillery, but is as 
strong or stronger in cavalry, and all 
her troops will light with desperation, 
aided by the peasantry, now being rap- 
idly formed into battalions. 

The Turkish government declares that 
the effective combatant strength of its 
army, including tho reserve, is 700,6^0 
men, comprising 5.s;{,200 infantry, <,5,o"0o 
cavalry, 54,720 artil.ery and 7,400 eugi 
ueers. 

This seems a large army, but tho uura 
ber of men which could be Bent to light 
the Greeks in Crete and on the Macedo- 
uiou and Albanian frontier* would bo 
scarcely half of that ; for from tho a 
ffrepate must bo iednc tod !<8 battalions 
of heavy artillery required to man the 
coast fortifications and the big garrisons 
which the sultan is obliged to keep in 
Constantinople, Jornsalcni and all larjre 
cities of his domains, both in European 
and Asiatic Turkey. In fact, so far the 
sultan has ordered only 78,000 soldiers 
to the Grecian frontier. 

FIGHTING ALL ALONG THE LINE. 

Latest Reports From the Turkish Army 
Headquarters. 

Elassona, April 19.— War between 
Greece and Turkey has broken out. 
Skirmishes are taking place all along 
the frontier. 

The first division of the troops is at 
Dodmik, the second at Elassona, the 
fifth at Skomya and the sixth at Karya 
(or Koskny). The last two are engaged 
in defensive operations. 

The Greeks, who have invaded the 
district of Mount Godoman, have b» m 
repulsed. 

Battalions from the divisions at 
Apium and Karahissar are arriving at 
Ismudt en route for Rodosts and Mnrat- 
li in order to reinforce the troops in that 
district. 

Turks Have Entered Greek Territory. 

Constantinopee, April 19.— Theporte 
has received a dispatch from Edhem 
Pasha, the Turkish commander-in-chief 
at Elassona, dated Saturday, saying that 
in consequence of an invasion of Turk- 
ish territory by the Greeks, his troops 
have seized the heights of Pernor and 
Velschko. Tho fourth division, from 
Elassona, under Haida Paiha, and a full 
brigade, under Nam Pasha, have en- 
tered Greek territory. 

PROGRAM OF~CONGRESS. 



The Senate Will Consider Appropria- 
tion Bills While the House Waits. 

Washington, April 19.— The senate 
will conclude its consideration of the 
appropriation bills this week. The In- 
dian bill is expected to pass early in the 
week and tho sundry civil and agricul- 
tural will follow in the order named. 
There is no expectation that there will 
be any prolonged debate upon any of 
the bills. There will be an effort to 
amend the sundry civil bill by the addi- 
tion of a provision for the regulation of 
the forest reservations. This may lead 
to some discussion, but the friends of 
the amendment do not anticipate much 
trouble in having the amendment 
agreed to. 

Senator Davis will make another at- 
tempt in executive session to get a day 
fixed for taking a vote on tho arbitra- 
tion treaty. He has announced his 
purpose to press the treaty to final ac- 
tion at as early a date as possible. Ho 
expects to have little difficulty in secur- 
ing uu agreement for a date, but somo 
of the objecting senators intimate that 
there still may be opposition. The mat- 
ter of pairs has been definitely arranged 
on the basis of two votes for the treaty 
to one ugainst it. It is not believed 
that a gnat deal of time will bo given 
to the treaty during the week, what- 
ever the degree of Mr. Davis' success 
in Scouring uu agreement for a date for 
a vote. 

T he bankruptcy bill will continue to 
hold its pluce on the calendar as the un- 
finished business, but it probably will 
not be seriously pressed. Senator Mor- 
gan has announced his intention to in- 
sist daily upon tho consideration of his 
Cuban resolution during the morning 
hour, but he will not block other busi- 
ness with it. 

Much of the senate's time will bo 
given to tho question of tho organiza- 
tion of the senate committees. If the 
program proposed is accepted both the 
Republicans and the opposition will 
proceed to make selections for the com- 
mittee vacancies and this work will re- 
quire very delicate adjust ment in order 
o satisfy conflicting claims. If the 
>lan is not agreed to by the Republicans 
he coalition of Democrats, Populists 
and silver Republicans will on Tuesday 
move to till some of the committee va- 
aucies with the view of continuing the 
process until all are filled. At least 
such is the present program. 

The house this week will continue the 
program of three-day adjournments un- 
W the Indian appropriation bill is re- 



turned from the senate when it meets 
on Wednesday. 

The complications arising out of the 
situation in eastern Europe possibly 
may figure in the proceedings of both 
houses the latter part of the week. 

CONCRE3SM AN MILL IKEN DEAD. 

The OMM Reaper Creates a Vacancy In 
Maine's Relegation. 

Wasiiinotox, April 19.— Seth L. Mil- 
liken, representing in the house of rep- 
resentatives tbe third district of Maine, 
died last night at 9:80 o'clock For 
some time Mr. Milliken had suffered 
from a serious affection of the bronchial 
tubes, which refused to yield to treat- 
ment. Within a week more alarming 
symptoms appeared, pneumonia seeing 
in and kidney and l'ver complications 
manifesting themselves. 

With him when the end came were 
Mrs. Milliken, who had been summoned 
hastily from her home in Maine, his 
son, who reached the city Saturday 
night from West Point, his brothers 
Frank and Byron, who are residents of 
this city and several intimate friends. 
Mr. Milliken also had a daughter in ( 'ul- 
ifornia. His remains will be taken to 
Maine for interment. 

Mr. Milliken w as born In Montville. 
Waldo county, Me. ; was educated at 
Union college, New York, where ho 
graduated in 1850. He was a lawyer by 
profession and was a member of the 
Maine legislature during two terms. 

His c-onp ro sional career began with 
the Forty -eighth congress and lu- served 
continuously since. He was re-elected 
to the present congress.

Account of a Few Recent Skirmishes. 
The steamer DanatlaM Again l>.. inf- 
inity— Rills Rivera Reported Met tcr. 

Havana, April 111.— As a result of 
the reconnoitoring and fighting which 
has l-ecently taken place, Captain Gen- 
eral Weylcr infers that it can be con- 
sidered that the province of Santa Clara 
and part of the province of Puerto Prin- 
cipe, west of the military lino, have 
been pacified. He says he does not caro 
whether Maximo Gomez and Quintin 
Bandera remain or do not remain on 
the other side of tho military line, as 
both of thorn, if they fail to cross, are 
likely to be; surprised and captured at 
any moment, as was the case with Ruis 
Riven and Latalloo. Then again, he 
says, the presence of Gomez and Ban- 
dera in Santa Clara means nothing, as 
they have neither men nor resources 
with whioh to do any serious harm. 
Based on this outlook the captain gen- 
eral said that he wa.j not asking for re- 
inforceini'iits nor for substitutes to take 
the place of losses. 

During a number of skirmishes which 
have taken place recently m the differ- 
ent provinces the insurgents have lost 
102 men killed, including Leoncio Lam- 
adrid, the insurgent governor of Ma- 
tanzas. and three officers. The troops 
also raptured 2, prisoners, and tho in- 
surgents retired in every case, taking 
with them a number of wounded. 
These, of course, arc the official reports. 

They add that 15 armed insurgents, 
including Captain Carlos Dolgado have, 
surrendered to the Spanish authorities 
at M;u'an/as. 

Finally the official reports say that in 
these engagements the government 
forcos only lost two men killed and had 
43 wounded. 



DAUNTLESS DOING DUTY. 

She Will Do Towlug but Is Heine Closely 
Watched by the Cutter lloutwell. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 1!».— Tho 
steamer Dauntless, which was red eased 
by order of the United States court Sat- 
urday, started down the river yesterday 
afternoon and was halted by the dyna- 
mite cruiser Vesuvius. A search was 
made, but nothing being found the 
Dauntless was allowed to proceed. She 
will do towing at the bar and has gone 
down to meet some schooners. 

Captain Kilgor, of the cutter Bout- 
well, has orders to follow the Daunt- 
less, whenever she shall cross the bar, 
this being intended to prevent a possi- 
ble filibustering trip, although the 
Dauntless could easily give the Bout- 
well the slip if desired. 

SPANISH TROOPS_NOT RECALLED. 

No Soldiers Will Re Withdrawn lr,m, 
Cuba. 

Washington, April 19.— The Spanish 
minister has received a telegram from 
the president of the council of minis- 
ters. Senor CanOVM, saying that the re- 
port of the recall of UO.OOO men from 
Cuba has no more foundation than the 
fact of its publication in an opposition 
paper of Madrid. 

Minister Do Lome says no soldiers 
will be withdrawn from Cuba. Cap- 
tain General Weyler has telegraphed 
that he does not need more reinforce- 
ments to terminate tho war, and that 
ho does not need a single soldier more.

B. Plummer. The New York's time 
wus 7 days, 20 hours und 28 minutes. 

At the Instigation of Robert Saner, Ed- 
ward Cox, Albert Mitchell and William 
Norman were arresied at Lexington, Ky., 
charged with highway robbery.

TOLLGATE RAIDERS ARRESTED. 



The Anderson County (Jrand Jury Returns 
True Bills Against Some of the 
Lawless Dang. 



Lawrenceburg, Ky., April ]<>.— Six cit- 
izens of this county, Alonzo Casey, John 
Warford, Cahell McKee, Wm. Bond and 
Burt Casey, were arrested to-day upon 
bench warrauts charging them with be- 
ing members of the mob of toll gate 
raiders. 

Six indictments were returned by the 
grand jury just before its adjournment, last 
night against these men. Although the 
jury examined fifty persons in trying to 
find bills yet the investigation was so quiet 
that the arrests came as a general sur- 
prise and created a big sensation. 

This is the first indictment to be found 
in the State, although nearly every county 
in the Blue Grass has suffered by the 
raiders. Buckner McKee was also in- 
dicted, but he hasn't been served with 
notice. 

Ex-Sheriff John W. Baxter went on 
the bond of Cahell McKee, who.iin turn 
became surety for Alonzo Casey and 
these two were released, Circuit Judge 
Carroll having put the bond at $1,000. 
It was discovered that the wrong John 
Warford had been arrested and he was 
turned loose, declaring he would bring 
suit for false imprisonment. 

The two McKees are well-known, in- 
fluential citizens. Cahell is worth be- 
tween $10,000 and $12,000, while his 
brother Buckner is comfortably fixed in 
lands and stocks .

Many of the House* Have From Two to 
Three Feet of Water in Them— Eight 
Thousand More People Made Destl 
by the Break -Reports From Vario 
Flooded Places. 

Vicksburo, Miss., April 19.— The 
river is 51.8 feet, a fall of 8-10ths in 
the past 24 hours and a total of 6-lOths 
since the crevasse at Biggs' levee. The 
Bitnation in Madison parish, La., is 
growing hourly worse. The flood of 
water going through the Biggs break in 
the levee is fast covering the lowlands 
and is flooding Bay Vidal and the 
greater part of the land in the southern 
portion of the parish. The water 
reached Tullulah, some 18 miles west of 
Delta. The water has risen seven fee* 
in the bayou at Talluluh and is rising a 
foot an hour. 

Delta is about depopulated, only 
enough persona remaining to look after 
the houses. Many of them have two or 
three feet of water in them. The back 
water is fast cohering lands north of 
Delta, aud at Young's Point much land 
is already covered. At Omega the flood* 
ure coming fast. 

Relief boats are running to Davis 
island and nellogK's section. Planters 
iu Eutiul and north part of Madison are 
placing their StOOk in reuch of bouts on 
the ri . er front or ut stat.ons on the line 
of the Vicksburg aud Shreveport rail 
road *o they can be moved iu the event 
of another break in the upper portion of 
parish, which is now severely 
Milliken's Bent and Duck- 
port levees are both caving. 

Reports from Madison parish state 
that the wuter began rising in Brushby 
bayou at Talluluh at 7 o'clock Sunday 
morning, and up to this time has risen 
8 feet. About three miles below Tallu- 
luh the water is getting over the leve. s 
and is overflowing everythiug two miles 
below. It will not be upon the liigher 
lands until to-morrow, as there is sev- 
eral feet of bank left in the bayou 

Richland, La., reports the water go- 
ing all over everything, overflowing the 
Kings and Kels places, also the vilUigts 
of Trinidad and Ashwood. eight miles 
below Richland. The telegraph line is 
down some distance below Richland, 
and communication was shut off from 
there up to noon yesterday 

The water is beginning to back up 
uake One, on the line of the Vicksburif 
and Shreveport road. * 
Work is still going on at Milliken's 
Bend levees and they are reported in 
good shape there. They are working 
over 100 men there. The people at 
Talluluh are building up the old levee 
on Bushby bayou us fur south as Se- 
viors, about eight miles south, in an en- 
deavor to hold the wuter in the bayou. 
Everybody is getting their stock to- 
gether, however, so as to move prompt- 
Mr. Stubbs of tne Vicksburg and 
Shreveport railroad says an effort will 
be made to handle passengers and mail 
service from Delta to some point on the 
line west, where the trains can come, 
thereby keeping up communication, 
'.he road was transferring here under 
the most adverse conditions before the 
break at Biggs, which soon made that 
impossible as the track was flooded to 
the depth of several feet in less than 12 
hours. 

o itv 1 * ° ow « ,tim »t«<l that not less than 
8,000 persons will want relief in this 
county for the next 80 days at least 
Lieutenant Crowley, of the United 
States army, reached here from Wash-

to Improve. 

Memphis, April 19.— No more breaks 
are reported in the Louisiana levee dis- 
trict, although the embankments at 
Hancock and Ferriday, in the northern 
part of Concordia parish, are reported to 
be very weak and a break may occur at 
any hour. The crevasse at Biggs is now 
a seething torrent and the waters are 
spreading rapidly throughout Madison 
parish. 

At Cowpen the levee is seeping badly 
and although a superhuman effort is be- 
ing made to hold it, many experienced 
river men are of the opinion that a 
break may occur sooner or later. The 
town of Yidalia is in a very critical con- 
dition and many of the inhabitants are 
hastily packing their most valuable 
effects and are fleeing to Natchez. The 
waters from the Biggs crevasse are ex- 
pected to inundate the town by Wednes- 
day. 

At Natchez logs are arriving in large 
numbers, while live stock is coming in- 
to the city in large droves. Thousands 
of men line the lower levees, watching 
every weak spot and hoping for the best. 

In the Mississippi delta the situation 
continues to slowly improve. The wa- 
ters are receding. The work of relief 
is being systematically carried on. 

The river at Memphis is still falling, 
a recession of l-10th of a foot in the past 
24 hours being reported by the weather 
bureau. 

Not Alarmed at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, April 19. — Contrary to 
expectations, the river at this point has 
not touched the 20-foot mark. Tho 
river may be pronounced stationary at 
18.8. The excitement concerning the 
condition of the levee at Carrollton has 
been more or less at fever heat, but on 
the authority of the best informed engi- 
neers and levee directors, it is stated 
that no extraordinary cause for uneasi-
